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Tho  dispatch  of  H.I.H.  Prinoe  CKICHI3U  to  Manchukuo  in 
June  1934,  and  the  visit  of  tho  Emperor  of  Manchukuo  to 
Japan  in  April,  1935,  both  made  epoch-making  contribution 
to  tho  promotion  of  friendly  relations  between  Japan  and 
Manohukuo *  In  regard  to  this  preparation,  the  efforts 
of  Foreign  Tliniitei  HIROTA  obou.'.d  not  bo  forgot  bon-. 

3.  Furthermore,  what  needs  speoiol  mention  among  the  merits 
of  Foreign  Minister  HIROTA  is  the  point  concerning  the  Horth'j.^ 
Manchuria  Railway  purchase  ugreemont. 

That  is,  tho  North  Manchuria  Railway  was  purchased  by  the 
Manchukuo  Government  through  the  Mediation  of  the  Japanese 
Government  according  to  the  Soviet  Government *  s  terns  of 
sale.  Many  difficulties  were  (.ncountored  since  the  official 
negotiations  wore  commenced  between  Mnnohukuo  and  tho  Soviet 
Union  in  June  1933. 

Especially  since  the  deadlock  of  negotiations b etween  the 
two  nations,  the  issue  was  left  chiefly  to  negotiations 
between  Japan  and  tho  Soviet  Union. 

After  a  long  period  of  21  months  since  the  beginning  of 
negotiations,  the  purchase  agreement  was  finally  signed 
and  sealed  on  23  March  1935a  by  plenipotentiaries  of  both 
Mnnohukuo  and  the  Soviet  Union.  With  a  view  to  contribute 
to  the  peaceful  execution  of  the  said  agreement,  the 
Imperial  Government  also  had  Foreign  Minister  HIROTA  sign 
tho  doouments  in  question,  and  they  were  put  into  effect 
on  the  same  day. 

Therefore,  before  the  conmpncement  of  the  official 
negotiations  mentioned  above,  that  is,  when  Minister 
HIROTA  resided  in  tho  Soviet  Union  as  Envoy-extraordinary 
and  Ambassador  Plenipotentiary  in  1932,  he  had  already 
perceived  that  this  railway  was  nn  important  problem  which 
needed  fundamental  solution  from  the  point  of  our  national 
polioyj  and  he  had,  at  that  time,  persuaded  leading  men  of 
the  Soviet  Government  and  returned  to  Japan  after  receiving 
weighty  statements  of  that  Goverbment  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  tho  Railway  in  question. 

Thereafter,  with  the  commencement  of  negotiations,  he 
negotiated  with  the  Soviet  representative  as  mediator 
appointed  by  the  Imperial  Government,  and  made  sincere 
efforts  toward  its  development*  Moreover,  after  taking 
his  post  bb  Foreign  Minister  in  September  1933,  he 
established  a  peaceful  policy  toward  Russia  by  leading 
the  publio  opinion,  and  made  repeated  substantial

negotiations  with  the  Soviut  representative  as  mediator  to 
the  last,  and  finally  cume  to  an  nmioable  settlement  as  has 
boon  me  ntioned  above# 

In  the  first  place,  it  was  the  former  Russian  Government 
that  obtained  the  right  to  construct  the  Worth  Manchuria 
Railway  from  China  in  1896#  Thereafter,  she  had  carried 
out  a  strong  aggressive  policy  into  North  and  South 
Manchuria  centering  around  this  railv/ay..  which  had  also 
load  to  the  Russo-Jnpnnc-se  tfcr« 

However,  after  the  Russian  Revolution  this  railway  was 
temporarily  put  under  th»=  control  of  the  Allied  Powers;  then 
it  was  transferred  to  the  joint-control  of  the  Soviet  Union 
and  China*  Then  it  was  put  unde  r  the  joint-control  of  the 
Soviet  Union  and  Manchuria j  but  the  international  disputes, 
which  had  frequently  oocurred  in  the  past  centering  around 
this  railway,  did  not  decline  even  after  the  establishment 
of  the  State  of  Manchukuo.  lor  this  reason  the  relations 
between  Japan  and  the  Soviet  Union  or  between  Manchukuo  and 
the  Soviet  Union  had  become  extremely  strained;  and  this 
railway  presented  a  situation  as  if  it  were  the  source  of  ca¬ 
lamity  for  peace  in  the  Far  Fasto 

Therefore,  with  the  above  purchase  agreement,  this  railway  problem 
was  fundamentally  settled*  and  one  source  of  calamity  for  peace 
in  the  Far  East  was  here  excluded.  The  Railway,  together  with 
all  its  subsidiary  assets  and  enterprises,  was  put  under  the 
sole  control  of  Manchukuo# 

The  Soviet  influence  in  North  ^lunchuria  was  verbally  and 
virtually  completely  eradicated.  Therefore-  the  Bolshevik 
Monaco  in  North  Manchukuo  declined  ar.d  Manchukuo  was  enabled 
to  proceed  with  the  economic  development  of  the  same  region* 

This  not  only  had  much  to  do  with  the  stabilisation  of  the 
hearts  of  the  people;  but  on  the  other  hand,  tho  settlement 
of  this  problem  has  proven  the  peaceful  diplomatic  policy  of 
the  Imperial  Japanese  Government,  and  has  enhanced  our  foreign 
prestige  after  the  M-mchuriun  Incident* 

Thi3,  truly,  is  greatly  attributable  to  tho  proper  measures 
taken  by  Minister  HIROTA  by  leading  both  Manchuria  and  the 
Soviet  Union  always  according  to  r.  fair  policy  with  a  definito 
faith  and  a  firm  determination  to  settlo  this  problem  from 
tho  point  of  the  Tenoral  situation*

At  the  tine  of  the  Incldont,  tho  above-uentloned.  as  hond  of  the  Asia 
Soction  of  the  Foreign  Office,  took  poit  in  important  diplomatic  businu^ 
in  connection  ;rf.th  the  Incident.  Ordered  by  the  Foroign  Minister,  ho  put 
every  effort  in  the  study  and  execution  of  the  policy  for  disposing  of 
the  Incident.  Especially,  slnco  the  outbreak  of  tho  Incldont,  his  efforts 
are  most  outstanding  in  the  oxocution  oi  our  policy  for  reconstructing 
and  newly  establishing  the  political  and  economic  structures  of  Minchuria. 
Moreover,  he  not  only  took  part  in  the  consideration  of  the  very  difficult 
diplomatic  policy  with  tho  outbreak  of  tho  TIHJTSIH  and  SHANGHAI  incidents 
along  nlth  the  progress  of  the  Incldont,  but  he  accomplished  his 
important  task  with  alertness  end  promptness  in  the  deliberation  of 
major  problems  such  as  Japan's  recognition  of  Manchukuo  and  the  withdrawal 
from  the  League  of  Nations,  etc.  At  the  samo  time,  ho  always  encouraged 
the  members  of  the  Asia  Section,  and  took  propor  rud  effective  measures 
for  the  protection  of  Japanese  residents  in  Manchuria  and  China,  and  tho 
maintenance  af  public  peace,  thus  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  our 
country's  rights  end  interests. 

Thon,  in  August  1933  he  was  transferred  to  councillor  of  the  embassy, 
(he  served  for  two  years  and  five  months  in  this  position)  and  when  he 
was  ordered  to  serve  in  Manchukuo,  he  administrated  the  buslnoss  of  tho 
embassy  as  its  head  member.  On  the  other  hand,  he  not  only  supported 
the  Minister  end  cooperated  with  authorities  on  tLo  spot  la  the  diplomatic 
negotiations  with  Manchukuo  with  Japan's  fundamental  policy  in  mind,  but 
he  put  hie  efforts  in  activities  to  foster  the  State  of  Manchukuo  and  in 
the  realization  of  oo&litiou  between  Japan  end  Manchukuo.

duty. 

Also  in  connection  with  the  purohase  agreement  of  the  North  Manchurian 
Railway,  he  took  part  in  it  throughout  the  negotiation.  Especially,  as 
councillor  of  the  ombnssy,  he  had  much  to  do  toward  tho  amicable  progress 
of  the  negotiation  striving  for  connection  and  cooperation  with  Manchukuo 
and  the  Kwontung  Amy  on  tho  various  problems  regarding  this  agreement; 
thus  contributing  to  its  materialization.

The  above  mentioned,  at  the  time  of  the  Manchurian  Incident,  was 
residing  in  China  as  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary. 
At  a  time  when  tho  national  feelings  of  that  country  had  become 
extremely  aggravated  at  that  time  as  a  result  of  whioh  there 
occurred  violent  anti-Japanese  movements  at  various  places  of 
th«  country;  und  moreover,  when  the  publio  opinion  of  tho  world 
had  been  in  general  unfavorable  to  us,  ho  mndo  every  effort  to  explain 
tho  ronl  facts  of  the  incident  to  the  diplomatic  representatives  of 
tho  powers  in  Chinu  and  to  make  them  understand  the  fair  position 
of  tho  Empire;  while  on  tho  other  hand,  ho  urged  the  Chinese  Govern¬ 
ment  to  lose  no  time  in  taking  adequate  measures  to  save  the  situation, 
to  stop  anti-Jupnnrso  activities  and  to  prevent  the  expansion  of  tho 
inoident  leaving  nothing  to  be  dosirod  in  ensuring  our  rightB  and 
interests  and  the  safety  of  our  residents.  Also  when  the  investigation 
committee  of  tho  League  of  Nations  visited  China,  ho  replied  to  their 
questions  and  supplied  them  with  neoessury  materials  to  correotly 
inform  thorn.  Furthermore,  then  thi  Shanghai  Incident  broke  out,  not 
only  did  he  negotiate  with  the  Kuomintang  Government  on  various 
problems  in  connection  with  our  military  operations,  but  he  strived 
to  cooperate  with  the  diplomatic  representatives  of  the  powers  and 
worked  for  its  disposal.  Especially,  as  regards  the  truoe  negotia¬ 
tions,  he  strived,  since  Feb.  8,  193?.,  to  settlo  the  issue  in 
cooperation  with  our  military  representatives  on  the  spot.  In  spite 
of  being  seriously  wounded  by  a  bomb  thrown  by  a  villain  on 
April  29  th  of  the  same  year,  ho  finally  succeeded  in  officially 
concluding  the  e.groemont  on  tho  8th  of  May,  Hoantime,  howevor, 
there  were  numerous  complicated  circumstuncos  besides  the  fact  of 
the  suspension  of  hostilities  whioh  tended  to  make  it  difficult  to 
conclude  the  agreement,  such  as  interventions  by  tho  powers'  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  China,  tricks  on  tho  part  of  tho  Chinese  trying  to 
n*ke  use  of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  so  on.  And  the  mere  fact 
that  it  took  us  long  (vs  three  months  to  come  to  a  conclusion  is 
enough  to  make  ono  realise  how  delicate  the  negotiation  was  and  that 
it  was  not  an  easy  task.  Nevertheless,  ho  patiently  took  appropriate

Especially  at  the 
ooousion  whan  top-secret  dooumonts  were  exchanged  between  Japan 
and  Mnnohukuo  simultaneously  with  the  establishment  of  u  monarchy 
in  Manchukuo  on  tho  lRt  of  March  1934,  ho  well  assisted  tho 
Foreign  Minister  and  contributed  to  tho  execution  of  Japan’s 
national  policy  towards  Munchoukuo  without  hindrance.  Again, 
as  regards  the  purchase  agreement  of  tho  North  Manohurian  Railway, 
he  earnestly  strived  for  its  progress.  Ho  eliminated  misunderstanding 
concerning  Japan’s  attitudo  toward  Soviet  Russia  by  properly  leading 
the  diplomatic  representatives  in  this  country,  and  our  true 
intention  to  settle  tho  railway  problem  peacefully  vms  well 
understood  in  foreign  countries,  which  contributed  to  the  formation 
of  tho  agreement.

Adopting  a  prudential  policy  for 
ronarkably  inoreased  transporta¬ 
tion  services  and  at  the  sano  time 
establishing  a  Plan  for  the 
Mobilization  of  Moans  of  Commun¬ 
ications,  he  zaado  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Departnont  urge  the  SMTC  and

VOien  the  Manohurian  Inoidont  broke  out  on  the  18  Sept.  1931,  he 
was  Prosocutor  General,  and  his  duty  was,  by  directing  and 
encouraging  his  subordinates,  to  arrest  the  various  criminals 
in  connection  with  military  affairs,  and  apply  laws  properly 
upon  them  to  repress  them.  He  was  appointed  Minister  of  Justice 
in  May  1932,  end  as  a  minister  of  state,  he  participated  in 
the  imminent  and  important  business  of  carrying  out  our  national 
polioy  regarding  the  Manohurian  Incident,  and  not  only  did  he  do

In  August,  1931 ,  there  broke  out  conflicts  between  Koreans  and  Chinese 
in  and  around  Inchon  and  Pyongyang  rhere  there  were  many  Chinese  from 
Chihfu.  As  a  result,  the  Chinese  feeling  in  Chihfu  toward  the  Japanese 

v 

was  greatly  aggravated  and  there  were  various  anti-Japanese  activities. 

In  September  of  the  same  year  the  Manchurian  Incident  broke  out  which 
made  the  situation  more  serious;  and  then  the  Shanghai  Incident  made  it 
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even  worse  and  pave  rise  to  threatening  rumors  —  that  the  diplomatic 
relations  between  Japan  and  China  would  be  severed,  that  war  would  break 
out  between  t^em  —  which  made  the  Japanese  residents  there  panic-stricken. 
At  tvis  time  UCFIuA  was  the  consul  there.  He  managed  mattors  properly, 

coo' era ted  with  the  Nsw  in  defence,  urged  the  Chinese  authorities  to  pre- 

i  i  ti . i • 

vent  the  anti-Japanese  sentiment  from  becoming  acute  and  concentrated  his 

'  \-y  "m  • 

energies  for  the  protection  and  guidance  of  the  Japanese  residents.  The 
result  was  that  the  anti- Japanese  sentiment  became  gradually  less  acute 
and  fortunately  there  was  no  riot  or  violence,  so  fortunately  the  Japanese 
residents  did  not  have  to  take  refuge  or  to  leave  the  ;lace  on  account  of 
the  Incident.  There  were,  horevor,  some  secret  instigation  to  boycott 
Japanese  goods,  the  direct  sufferers  of  which  were  Chinese  themselves. 

This  is  attributable  to  the  proper  management  of  UCFIDA. 

Then  in  September,  193?*  he  was  transferred  to  Tsitsihar.  At  that 
timo  it  was  often  rumored  that  a  bandit  Li  Hai-chinp  was  planning  to  attack 
Anpanpchin  within  the  jurisdiction  *ith  a^out  or.e  thousand  anti-Manchurian 
and  anti -Ja-  ones e  bandits.  7Ms  caused  much  unrost  in  Tsitsihar,  sc  ho 
urged  the  staff  of  the  consulate  to  make  preparations  to  suppress  the 
bandits  in  cooperation  with  the  'Japanese/  Division  and  military  police 
stationed  there  and  the  Manchurian  Amy  an'*  police  with  a  view  to  put  the 
pooplo's  mind  at  rest.  On  September  23,  it  became  a  cuostion  of  time 
that  the  said  bandits  would  attack  Anpanpchin  and  the  life  and  properties 
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of  over  seventy  Japanese  residents  wore  in  danger.  He  dispatched 
armed  members  of  the  Consulate  in  cooperation  tdth  various  organs  of  our 
Army  to  suppress  the  bandits  and  he  thus  succeeded  in  protecting  the 
Japanese  residents  there. 

At  the  end  of  the  same  month,  Su  Ping-wen  roso  in  revolt  and 
Tsitsihar  became  the  center  of  operation  for  his  subjugation  and  the 
roscuo  of  Japanese  residents  in  Manchouli  and  its  vicinity.  He  cooperated 
with  tho  Armv,  protected  Japanese  residents  all  along  tho  railway  line, 
participated  in  the  plan  to  rescue  tho  Japanese  residents  in  Manchouli, 
established  connection  botwaon  agents  at  Dauriya,  the  Foreign  Ministry 
and  the  Embassy  in  Mnnchoukuo,  and  thus  contributed  much  to  the  sottle- 
mont  of  tho  Su  Ping-wen  incident.  In  Kerch,  November  and  December  of 
19?3,  trains  wore  frecuently  attacked  bv  bandits  along  tho  North  Manchur¬ 
ian  Railway,  tho  Western  Railway  and  tho  Ssu-pingchieh-Taonan  Railway, 
causing  many  casualties.  On  oach  occasion  ho  cooperated  with  the  Army, 
dispatched  his  armod  police  to  the  spot  and  thus  did  much  to  rescue  end 
protect  Japanese  and  foreign  passongors.  In  June  of  the  same  year,  when 
tho  lublic  Peace  Maintenance  Association  was  orennizod  in  Peilunkianp 
Provinco,  ho  tob  appointed  a  member  of  tho  Committoo.  With  the  combined 
effo:*ts  of  the  Army  and  his  police,  he  endorvered  to  accomplish  the  pur¬ 
pose  rimed  t  by  the  Associ  tior.

7/hilo  ho  was  stationed  in  tho  Soviet  Union  as  Envoy-extraordinary 
and  Ambassador  Plenipotentiary  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Manchurian 
Incident,  he  not  only  strived  to  mitigate  the  strained  atmosphere 
between  Japan  and  Russia  through  repeated  negotiations  with  the 
Soviet  authorities  according  to  instructions  from  the  Japanese 
.'ovornment,  but  also  made  her  to  take  a  neutral  attitude  by 
oheoldng  her  manoeuvres  towards  Japan  and  Manohukuo.  As  a  result 
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it  was  very  advantageous  for  our  Army  to  advance  to  North 
ISanohuria  and  to  cross  and  utilise  the  North  Manchurian 
Railway*  The  influence  of  the  Soviet  Union  over  Manchuria* 
since  then*  has  been  gradually  reduoed*  It  has  contributed 
not  only  toward  the  development  of  the  Inoident  but  toward

1.  Foroign  Minister  HIROTA  had  been  a  resident  in  the  Sovlot 
Union  as  envoy  extraordinary  and  ambassador  plenipotentiary 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  Manohurian  Incident,  It  was  feared 
at  that  time  that  the  Soviet  Union*  which  had  spooial 
influence  in  the  North  Manchurian  region,  would  obstruct 
our  operation  by  seoretly  assisting  tho  army  bandits  and  by 
their  exalted  propaganda.  Especially*  as  our  military 
operations  had  finally  developed  to  North  Kanohuria,  the 
Soviet  Union  repeatedly  protested  us  by  proposing  the 
problem  of  violation  of  rights  and  interests. 
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The  situation  was  Buch  that  the  result  would  havo  boen 
unpredictable  hod  we  failed  in  our  measures  for  the  dispute* 
However*  Ambassador  HIROTA  made  ropeuted  negotiations  with 
the  Soviet  authorities  according  to  instructions  from  the 
Imperial  Government,  and  not  only  did  ho  endeavour  to 
mitigate  tho  strained  atmosphere  botweon  the  Soviet  Union 
and  Japan,  but  he  was  instrumental  in  making  the  Soviet 
Union  take  a  noutrnl  position  by  chocking  her  manoeuvres 
against  Japan  and  Manchoukuo* 

Consequently,  as  regards  the  advance  of  our  troops  into 
North  Manchuria  and  tho  crossing  and  utilizing  of  the  North 
Manohuriun  Railway,  tho  Soviet  Union  finally  agreed  to  our 
domands*  Therefore,  it  was  greatly  advantageous  to  tho  advance 
of  our  troops  to  tho  districts  of  TSITSIHAR  and  Harbin,  and 
to  the  utilisation  of  tho  south,  east  and  west  lines  of  the 
North  Manohurian  Railway*  Sinoe  thjn,  tho  influence  of  the 
Soviet  Union  in  Manohuria  gradually  declined. 

As  has  already  boen  related,  the  Soviet  Union,  which  is 
dirootly  adjaoent  to  Munohukuo,  was  prevented  from  being 
entangled  in  the  Incident  from  the  start |  and  that  HIRCTA 
was  able  to  maintain  peace  comparatively  in  this  aspeot  has 
been  of  great  benefit  from  tho  point  of  checking  the  agg¬ 
ravation  of  the  world's  public  opinion,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  development  of  the  Manchurian  Incident, 

2*  The  establishment  of  a  monarchy  in  Mnnchjiria  on  1  March  1934, 
contributed  greatly  to  the  stabilisation  of  the  hearts  of  the 
Manohurians  and  to  the  strengthening  of  Manohukuo-s  national 
foundation* 

Simultaneously  with  this  establishment  of  monarohy,  Japan, 
through  the  sanction  of  the  Emperor,  exchanged  top-secret 
official  documonts  with  Manchukuo,  c.nd  made  her  definitely 
reoognize  the  existing  treaties  and  agreements  between  the 
two  nations*  And  as  regards  Manchukuo* s  diplomacy  and  other 
ncoessary  matters  from  the  point  of  national  co-defonsc, 
she  was  compelled  to  mnko  a  dofinito  promise  to  alvmys 
consult  Japan  beforehand,  thu3  olarifying  especially  Jnpun’s 
right  of  leadership  of  Manohukuo  from  the  point  of  diplomacy* 
This  not  only  would  exclude  the  obstacles  in  the  future 
execution  of  Japan's  policy  toward  Manchukuo,  but  would 
rather  make  its  oxeoution  harmonious. 

Therefore,  tho  establishment  of  monarchy  in  Manchukuo  und 
the  exchange  of  official  documents  ore  greatly  attributable 
to  the  distinguished  sorvioes  of  Foreign  Minister  HIROTA0
